Vanroum, Oct. 30.—Shooting 
their way through a guard estab¬ 
lished on the Fraser River Bridge 
by two Near Westminster con¬ 
stables, four safecrackers who ob¬ 
tained $10,000 In stocks and bonds 
and $300 cash from a store at 
Murrayvllle escaped Into Queen's 
Park and have so far eluded all 
efforts of a police posse to sur¬ 
round them. 

The $10,000 loot, apparently 
dropped by the robbers la their 
dash toward the woods of Queen's 
Park, was recovered. It was found 
on the grounds of the Mental Hos¬ 
pital. reposing In n small drawer 
which had been removed from tbo 
safe. 

While the search of Queen's Park, 
which Is in New Westminster, was at 
Its height, word was received from 
Maillardville, four miles distant, that 
four men answering the deascription of 
the bandits had been seen there. A 
party of policemen hurried to the town 
and started a search of the bush In 
that vicinity.

TRACES OF OLD 
ONTARIO INDIAN 
VILLAGES FOUND 


Brantford. Ont., Oct 30.—Four aah- 
beda have been uncovered by excava¬ 
tors on the Grand River reserve of the j 
Six Nations Indians near Brantford.; 
ThU came about as a result of a search 
for the site of an ancient town of the 
early Indians, aud as the four different 
ash beds were one above the other, it 
Is thought no fewer than fbur different 
encampments of Indians have been 
revealed and It la surmised that pos¬ 
sibly a period of about slyly or ninety 
years elapsed between encampmenU. 
W. J. Win tern berg of the Archaeological 
Branch of the Government at Ottawa 
la an authority for the statement on 
the find', which Is regarded an Import¬ 
ant from an archaeological point of 
view. 

The site of the find Is about a mile 
below Chiefawood. one-time borne of 
the late Pauline Johnson, the noted 
Indian poetess, and It wa* reported to 
the Brant Historical Society. It Is 
known there were attlwandaron. or 
neutral Indian settlements In tbls area 
centuries ago. and Mr. Wlptemberg Is 
quoted as expressing the belief their 
Identity might be established. He has 
suggested the placing of markers Indi¬ 
cating the location of the settlements 
or villages in question. 

BON EH FOUND 

Mr. Wlntemberg states the attlwan¬ 
daron. or neutral. Indians occupied 
this district some hundreds of years 
ago when Father La Roche Dalllon. a 
Recollect missionary, In 1026 visited 
what 1# now the Orand River Valley, 
and he left a diary recording the fact 
that such villages existed hereabouts. 
The articles unearthed In the excava¬ 
tions include pottery, stone awls, flints, 
the bones of such animals as deer, ra¬ 
coon. wild dog and bear, also wild tur¬ 
key, wltd ducks, cranes and pigeon*, 
fish vertebrae, turtle and clam shells, 
besides numerous burned limestones 
which had been used In fireplaces. 

One of the ashbeds la about forty 
feet In width and seventy-five feet 
long. The beds in some cases were 
palisaded with stakes or saplings driven 
into the ground two feet or more apart 
and interwoven with willow*, thu* 
forming a wicker work and consti¬ 
tuting a sort of retaining wall.

The 
readjustment should not take much 
longer than that, and whether Rus¬ 
sia continues to become an increasingly 
formidable force In wheat growing or 
not Canada should hold Its own. In¬ 
deed. there may be In the world's 
wheat markets, plenty of room for all 
that Russia and Canada both can 
produoe. High cost countrlm such as 
United States will be forced out of 
export markets. The European coun¬ 
tries. that have been forced by their 
financial position and the burden of 
World War debts to snoouraaa boms 
production of wheat by ridiculously 
high duties, will seek rather the ad-
